Mr. Horton said that a restoration of 
silver to its former prestig e was necessary 
to civilization, and that this country waa 
peculiarly fitted to bring about th at restor­ 
ation. 
He asked tbe convention whether 
universal indorsement weuld not g ivo silver 
an equal value with g old, just as universal 
indorsement g ave g reenbacks that value 
when g old was at a premium of 4*> per 
cent, and asserted that it would. 
Mr. 
Horton is not a member of tba association 
and W. G. Dus bier, of Columbus, Ohio, 
offered resolutions prepared by Mr. Uorton 
declaring that the policy of restoring silver 
to its former value deserves universal sup­ 
port; that tbe object can be .attained by 
universal indorsement of that metal, and 
referring the subject m atter of tbe resolu­ 
tions to the executive committee. 
Hon. W. L. Trenhoim g ave a very full 
and elaborate address on the banking and 
financial situation. 
He said that as far as 
he was able to judg e from tbe comprehensive 
sy stem of reports which enable tbe comp­ 
troller of the currency to obtain a g eneral 
review of all the banks of tbe country , he 
could say that, as a whole, these institutions 
were strong in resources, 
s o uq # in condition 
and conservative in manag ement 
Jlis 
address was received with warm deruonstnt 
lions of approval, a vote of thauks being 
tendered. 
Addresses were also delivered by Mr. 
ieorg e S. Co» , president of the American 
Kxcbang e National bank of New York; 
Mr. E, 
KL. Olmsted, of New York; Mr. 
« •eorg e Hag ue, g eneral manag er of the Mer­ 
chants’ bank of Canada; Mr. 8 . U. Tuthill, 
cashier of the First National bank of Ham ­ 
mond, Ind., and W. It. Caldwell, cashier 
of the First National Lank of Jackson, 
iVnn. 
The convention then adjourned for 
the day . 
Mr. Hag ue’s address, after comparing 
tbe sy stems of banking prevailing in differ­ 
ent countries, reached the conclusion th at

y ears of experience, to be the most useful 
and suitable.
